AN ELBE VICTIM. 


/'WHY A SAN FRANCISCAN TOOK 
PASSAGE ON HER. 


He Returned to Austria to Visit His 
Mother, but Fled Again to Es- 
cape Enforced Military 
Service.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7.—The harsh 
military system which prevails in most 
European countries is primarily respons- | 
ible for the death of a young San Fran- 
ciscan in the Elbe disaster. 

Gabriel Herz, a clerk in a _ grocery 
store on Third street, came 4o America 
when a mere child. He worked his way 
across the Atlantic as cabin-boy when 9 
years of age. Here he worked and saved 

a little: from his modest wages for eight 
ch when the news came of his father’s 
death at his home in Austria, and that 
his widowed mother sorely grieved over 
the absence of her son. Last September 
he started for his old home, but arrived 
there, he was at. once told to hold him- 
self in readiness to enter the army. 
Searcely had he arrived when he wrote 
to E. S. Harrison, with whom for years 
he had made his home: 

“I am safely at home and enjoying 
myself as well as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, for the pleasure is somewhat 
marted throughinterference by theauthori- 
ties. They have ordered me to appear 
for examination for the army. If I don’t 
do so inside of two days voluntarily it 
will be done forcibly. My plan is to pre- 
tend to obey the order, leave my home 
and journey to Vienna, where there is 
an American consul, from whom I will 
most likely get proper instructions.” 

Subsequent letters show that George 
Herz carried é6ut his intentions. He went 
to Vienna with his American passport 
and through the aid of the consul was not 
compelled at once to report for army 
duty. He was not, however, at all reas- 
sured as to the future and wrote that 
as he did not think it judicious to remain 
in Austria he would take passage on the 
Elbe for the United States. He did so, 
and is now numbered among the lost. 


Unfortunate Officer. 


PORTLAND (Or.,) March 7.—It is re- 
ported from Vancouver Barracks that a 
medical board is now investigating the 
mental condition of Maj. J. W. Wham, pay- 
maister U.S.A., who was court-martialed 
last October for conduct unbecoming an 
officer in refusing to pay his just debts. 
The findings of the court have never bean 
made public, but it is said that the verdict 
was adverse to Maj. Wham. It is believed 
that influence brought to bear secured 
the ap t of a board to inquire into 
his mental condition in order that he may 
be retired, if it is found/#hat his mentai 
faculties have been invpaired.

Mrs. Oelrichs Has a Violent Quarrel 
with Her Attorneys Over the 
Exorbitant Size of the 
‘Fee Demanded.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7. —. (Special 
Dispatch.) Am important conference over 
the will of Millionaire Fair was held here 
last night, which Gov. Budd attemied, slip- 
ping away secretly from the State Capitol 
in order to be here. 

The conference was partly in regard to 
the position which the two daughters will 


take in the contest of :heir father’s will. 


About ten days ago, acting on the advice 
of their lawyers, Mrs. Oclrichs and Miss 
Birdie Fair decided to compromise with 
their brother in his suit against their 
mother’s estate. They gave him $400,000 
in bonds and $63,000 in cash for his relin- 
quishment of all claim to the estate. The 
story about the payment of a million to 
young Fair was a fake. 

This compromise was suggested by the 
jawyers, who made the girls fear that 
the expected decision of the Supreme 
Court, as im @ similar cuse, would throw 
their share of their mother's estate, left 
to their dead brother James, into the hands 
of their father’s trustees. Richard V. 
Dye, who is an old friend of the Fairs, and 
a shrewd man, advised the girls not to 
make any compromise, but the lawyers’ 
advice prevailed. It sow turns out the 
lawyers wanted to get their fees und took 
this means of securing ‘he ready cash. 

The compromise, however, s alarmed 
the girls, as Mr. Budd and other lawyers 
hold that dm a case of contest by Charles, 
not only he, but his two sisters would fall 
| under the provisions of the disinherttance 
clause.

Shoup Re-elected United States Sen- 
ator from Idaho.

ADEL BANK ROBBERY. 
An Attempt Made to Lynch the Liv- 


ing Robber.

ADEL (lowa,) March 7.—Orilando 


Wilkes, who.was killed yesterday while 
attempting to escape after robbing the 
State Bank of Adel, has a mother and 
two brothers in Livingston, Mont. The 
men are prominent and wealthy stock- 
raisers there. The dead man was one of 
the rustlers sent from Montana to Still- 
water, Minn., penitentiary. He was 
originally from Madison county, Iowa, 
but for the last four or five years has 
wandered through Montana and the North- 
west. 

Two years ago he robbed a Jew of $700 
in drafts in St. Paul and was convicted 
and sent to Stillwater for two years. Six 
weeks ago he was released and returned 
to his old home in Madison county. 

A LYNCHING PARTY. 

ST. LOUIS, March 7.—A special tele- 
gram from Adel, Iowa, says a mob of 
well-armed farmers mounted on blank- 
eted horses, rode into town about 2 
o’clock this morning and demanded of 
Sheriff Bayne that he give them his 
prisoner, Crawford, one of the men who 
robbed the bank yesterday.

GOING TO MAKE ANOTHER AT- 
TEMPT TO FIND IT. 


Directing Him Where to Look 
for the Old Man’s Hid- 
den Treasure.

into the orchard. Taking him to the last 
row of apple trees, the miner stopped. 
*‘Kneel down,” he said to his companion, 
and the latter did so.

PRINTING BILLS. 


The Senate Passes Three for Printing 
Constitutional Amendments.

SACRAMENTO, March 7.—SENATE— 
The bill entitled an act to promote end 
@ecure freedom of speech in courts of jus- 
tice, better known as the Philbrook Bill, 
passed by a vote of 21 to 7. Mr. McGowan 
argued for the bill, while Mr. Martin op- 
posed it. 

“There is already too much freedom in 
the courts of justice,” said Mr. Martin. 


“If this means more room for lawyers to

CLASH OF ARMS. 


Another Greater Than the 
China-Japan- War. «+ 


All Depends Upon the Final Outcome 
of the Struggle Between 
Those Countries. 


The Next May be, as the Conse- 
quence, a Death Struggle Be- 
tween England and Russia 
for Supremacy. 

By Telegraph to The Times. 

* OHICAGO, March 7.—(Special Dispatch.) 
The Times-Herald Washington correspond- 
ent sends the folowing -: 

Russia and Great Britain are likely to 
come into coll in the far East. This 
question is now urbing diplomatic cir- 
cles here. Information reaches Washing- 
ton through private but wholly trustwor- 
thy channels, that the Russian govern- 
ment is supporting Japan in its demand 
for the cession of Port Arthur and Wei- 
Hai-Wei as part of the price of peace 
which the Chinese will be called upon to 
pay. 

Japan would not dare demand possession 
of such strongholds if it were not sure 
of the moral’ and active support of Rus- 
sia, for the cession of theese ports by 
China means nothing jess than the con- 
tinued domination of Japan over the Gulf 
of Pechili, which is the waterway leading 
to Peking. With Japan holding these for- 
tifled ports she would have a permanent 
pledge of peace. The hands of China 
would be tied. The cession of Port Arthur 
and Wei-I'ai-Wei would signify the event- 
ual dissolution of the great Chinese em- 
pire. 

Washington diplomats do not believe the 
Chinese government will consent to the 
great sacrifice. They do not believe the 
British government will stand idly by 
while Russia is enlarging its power with 
such tremendous strides in the far East. 

The sympathy now. existing between 
Russia and Japan is significant. The Rus- 
sians are the’ only foreigners for whom 
the Japanese do not entertain a hatred, 
Of all foreigners the English are the most 
hated, and even. Americans, on account of 
their blood relation to England, are hcoted 
by the Jingo war-mad populace of Japan. 
Great Britain stands behind China. Her 
momey is lent and invested, there by hun- 
dreds of millions. With Russia behind 
Japan and pushing the victors of war on 
to exorbitant “demands, as the price of 
peace, Great Britain will be forced to 
show her hand. 

Some of the most intelligent men if 
Washington, among them the Japanese 
Minster, Mr. Kurino, believe Russia is 
using Japan as a cat’s paw. The Japanese 
‘are to be thrust forward to secure.the ab, 
solute independence of Korea and also the 
fortified ports which give command of the 
great guif of Pechiti and of the Chinese 
capital. While these acquisitions would, 
for the time being, appear to be an enlarge- 
ment of Japan’s influence, Great, Britain 
would never forget that it was the power 
of Russia which emboldened the Japanese 
to ask for so much. »: > 

There is intense anxiety as to the man 
ner in which Great Britain will meet this 
situation. The peace negotiations. now 
pending between China and Japan will 


} mark a crisis in the. history of nations. If 


England throws herself into the breach 
and puts her power behind China, in re- 
sistance to the demands of Japan, a col- 
lision between Britain and Russia is not 
improbable, and if these two powers clash 
swords the map of Asia will be changed. 
If, on the other hand, England fails to 
give her aid to China, and permits the 
Russia-Japanese alliance tq carry its 
point, from that moment Russia will suc- 
ceed Britain as the controlling power in 
the East.

EPIDEMIC OF STRIKES. 


A LARGE ‘NUMBER OF PITTS- 
BURGH MINERS OUT. 


Wool Employees in Trenton, N. J.,

PITTSBURGH, March 7.—The strike of 
miners in Pittsburgh district is in full 
force and it is expected tha will 
see a general suspension of work, except 
bv less than one thousand men. . It is 
estimated that before night time 15,000 
miners will have quit work. 

Reports received at the miners’ head- 
quarters up to noon show a general sus- 
pension of work throughout the district. 
From the report of the Commissioner of 
Labor it #s estimated the number on strike 
is 21,000, and the number employed at the 
mines, where there wil} be no strike, about 
thirteen hundred. 

Considerable uneasines was caused 
the operators today by the Hackett Coal 
Company at Findleyville, controlled by 
Boyle Bros., posting a notice that their 
mines will resumte tomorrow at 69 cents, 
the rate demanded by the men. William 
Floresheim’s men in the same section 
asked a similar concassion, but were re- 
fused.. The Boyle Bros. were asked by 
the operators to rescind their notice, un- 
der promise of having their orders filled 
from the mines at work for 55 cents, but 
they replied that it was their intention to 


conduct thier own business. The men at 


Catsburg, on the Monongahela River, have 
returned to work, the company having 
conceded the scale. 

Reports from all parts of ithe district to- 
night confirm the earlier reports that the 
strike is complete with the few exceptions 
mentioned.

Orange Culture. : 
(Read before Azusa Institute by Prof. 
Sumner of Claremont:) Perhaps no sub- 
ject likely to come before this inteili- 
gent and thoughtful body of agriculturists 
touches more closely our personal inter- 
ests and the permanent interests of -the 
people of Southern California than the 
orange industry. The rapidity of, the 
growth of this interest and its prospective 
fimancial importance are mot in danger of 
being overestimted. The experience of our 
fruit exchange has put an end to all talk 
of overproduction, and now. we have only 
to face the question how we can get the 
most and best fruit from those lands 
really aflapted to the orange. Not only 
has the subject this immediately-practical 
bearing to us, but the rapid development 
of the industry in Florida and the ex- 
clusively Gulf States, as well as in Cali- 
fornia, and the general consumption of 
the fruit in cities, towns and even ham- 
lets and ttered homes all over our 
land make it ‘of national importance. To 
many a foreign State, and nation 
as well, it is the subject of supreme finan- 


cial importance. 


At the risk of repetition, therefore, as 
well-informed agriculturists, and espe- 
cially as horticulturists, we Wish to 
touch upon the prominent points of inter- 
est in the histofy of this industry. Binley 

sia, 
and so far as we can trace it in two vari- 
_eties, the Bigarade. or bitter orange, some- 
times called the Seville, from a place in 
Spain where they have been largely cul- 
tivated, and the China orange. The seeds 
from these two varieties are said always 
to produce the same variety as the parent 


tree. And yet the sweet orange, if for 


a long time neglected, is said to deteri- 
orate and in appearance become more like 
the bitter fruit. ‘The Bigarade or sour or 
bitter orange was taken into Syria and 
eastern Asia in the ninth century. Soon 
afterwards it was carried into Africa and 
Spain and in the twelfth century was ex- 


Europe till the sixteenth century. At the 
present time the orange is extensively cul- 
tivated along the Mediterranean coast and 
in many islands, as well as in Japan, 
China southern Australia. The 
Azores alone ship into Europe half a mil- 
lion boxes annually. One tree in the 
Azores is said to have’ produced repeat- 
edly as many as 20,000 oranges in one sea- 
son. One tree in Florida is represented 
to have borne repeatedly 10,000. Where 
the trees produce most prolifically they 
are expected to bear from 400 to 2000. 
Trees are not expected to bear full crops 
till they are 15 years old. There are a 
number of trees in' Cordova, Spain, still 
bearing heavily which are known to be 700 
years old. The tree is generally long 
lived. 

The name of the orange, citrus auran- 
tium, is derived from its color. The com- 
mon English name is a modification of 
the same. The flower of the Bigarade is 
much more fragrant than that of the 
sweet orange, and from it is made the 
orange-flower water, and the delicate and 
costly Neroli oil. From the leaves is 
made a medicinal tea and from the séeds 
a valuable oil. An oil known as oil of or- 
ange is not from the peel. Orange wine 
is a commercial product of considerable 
importance. 

There is an,orange belt in Florida of 
10,000 square miles. Most of this belt is 
more exposed to frosts than the. orange 
belt.in Southern California. The oranges 
ripen there several months earlier than 
with us. But the trees do not require irri- 
gaition, as ours do, and the horticultu- 
rists have the further advantage of being 
nearer the markets. | 

In Florida also they have taken advan- 
tage of the wild orange trees, brought 
into the country very early by the Span- 
jards, and grafted on the old trees, as well 
used the seed of the sour stock for the 
nurseries. The fruit of Florida is ‘cer- 
tainly very excellent and deservedly pop-

this source. 


In Louisiana, also, about forty - miles 
south of New Orleans, is quite a territory 
where the orange is cultivated with suc- 
cess. This fruit does not get beyond the 
lower Mississippi Valley very much. 

Our experience last year seems to point 
to the region west of the Mississippi River 
as our market, and to demonstrate that 
this is sufficient market for all the fruit 
we can raise. But we must face this 
truth, that we can only keep our market 
by the excellence of our fruit and by per- 
fecting the methods of cultivation so that 
we can get our fruit to the consumers as 
cheaply as they can get the same quality 
We hae a fair 
field and one abundantly large, and we 
have the conditions of success at home. 
Shall we succeed? Under such conditions 
surely no. one questions the result. We do 
not fear competition. We turn our atten- 
tion to the methods of success. 

On this subject I speak with diffidence. 
Doubtless many before me have had a 
much wider experience and given more 
thought and study to it than I have been 
able to give out of a very busy life directed 
to other matters. I trust, therefore, that 
my methods may be corrected and supple- 


-mMented by your larger wisdom in the after 


discussion. 

My soil is open and porous, with a 
gravelly subsoil. But I find one or two 
strata of rieher soil at different depths, 
so that the roots go deep and find mois- 
ture and fertilization. I have had the best 
success with trees taken from a soil sim- 
ilar to my own, though some Florida stoc 
has done well. It pays to take the utm 
pains to level the ground, remove all 
stones and thoroughly pulverize the sojl 
six or eight inches deep before digging 
the holes. I would have the trees well 
puddled and carefully protected from sun, 
wind and rain, and set with the greatest 
care. The tap root should be twenty 
inches long, and no bruised roots be put 
into the hole. Every root and rootlet 
should lie freely and naturally and have 
no impediments to their growth. I would 
not tamp or tread down the soil around 
these tender -roots, but settle it with 
water. If you»have proper soil and cli- 
mate and have selected the proper varie- 
ties and selected the best trees that can, 
be found growing in soil similar to your 
‘own. and set them out in a thoroughly 
careful manner, you have gotten a long 
way toward asuccessful orchard. Alas, 
how many are perpetually handicapped by 
some undue haste, or so-called economy, 
.or carelessness, beforé they come to the 
care of their orchards. I believe the dif- 
ference between success and failure is de- 
termined in many, perhaps half our or- 
chards, before this stage is reached. No 
‘amount of care and cultivation and fertili- 
zation can recover what has been lost up 
to this point. Trees may live and do 
pretty well, but by no possible means can 
they be made to do exceedingly well, 
which alone, by and by, may make them 
profitable. 

No man, of course, would set orange 
trees without an ample supply of water 
in prospect. ‘But let us nevér-forget that 
water is not the only, nor indeed the main 
thing. Care is the great thing with the 
orange tree. No tree will bear more 
abuse and live. No tree is more respon- 
sive to good care.. Cultivation is of pri- 
mary importance. Once or twice a month 
two ways, if not three, when set out in 
quincunx order, for at least eight months 
in the year is necessary to the best re- 
sults. I would follow the cultivator with 
a fine harrow. One of the most success- 
‘ful orchardists I know said to me: “I 
have found that the harrow puts off the 
need of irrigation ten days.’’ 

This is not too strong language if the 
arrow follows immediately the cultiva- 
tor. It is not well to irrigate too near 
the trees, but rather seek to draw the 
roots out away from the trunks. Each 
year I rely less on water, necessary as 
that is. and more on stiming the ground 
thoroughly and often. My trees are none 
of them more than 6 years in the 
chard, but so far I am confident it is 
best to plow at least once in the winter, 
and I have had to plow twice to keep my 
land level for irrigation. I plow deep in 
the center of the rows and shallower near 
the’ trees, one year in one direction and 
another in a different direction. My trees 
require thorough irrigation once a month 
through the summer, especially since they 
began to bear heavily. I have used barn 


‘passed through this important part of 


, the pit has hardened, or even formed, 


and sheep manure each year. One year 
I used some nitrate with good results. I 
am beginning more and more to question 
whether bone meal in some form might 
not, at least in part, be used to better 
advantage. If there are commercial fer- 
tilizers which do what they claim to do, 
and which are practically cheaper than 
these manures I should Iike to know it. 
Some of my friends have had excellent re-. 
sults from «these natural fertilizers in 
spite of our more scientific testimony. 
They get good growth of tree and remark- 
able crops year after year. What test 
is better? One of my neighbors has been 
experimenting, under competent direction, 
with commercial fertilizers, and the first 
year with" scarcely appreciable results, 
and the second year promises little 
more. .He tells me that on going~from 
place to pla no results are apparent 
without very Close inspection. ‘ 

I have so far trimmed very little. My 
aim is simply to keep the lower limbs 
from the ground, cut in the abnormal 
branches and take out the cross branches. 
I believe in low branches and low fruit, 
even though the soil near the trunk is 
not wholly stirred by the cultivator. Still, 
I like to see the tendency toward the 
ege-shape. 

I have given no attention to the mat- 
ter of cross fertilization save that I have 
noticed the tendency of the bloods to take 
on the marks of the navels by which they 
are surrounded. 

I have not spoken particularly of the 
distance which the trees should be placed 
apart, because my experience has not yet 
‘been sufficiently long continued.. So’ far, 
I see no reason to change my early de- 
cision to place the navels and most of the 
budded varieties twenty feet apart. The 
natural fruit should certainly be twenty- 

ur feet apart. I firmly believe that 
the trees require all that the land can 
give at these distances, and to place any- 
thing between the rows is very poor pol- 
icy. . My attempts to raise grain in the 
orchard, in order to plow it under for 
manure, ay proven worse than fail- 
ures. I préfer to get my fertilization from 
outside. unless [ find something more 
feastble than I have tried. 

In closing permit me to say, in my judg-

If for any reason one 
chooses to spend most 
of oue’s time in the open air, I know of 
nothing, all in all, more attractive. Prop- 
erly carried on it is certainly remunera- 
tive, and I believe will be rémunerative 
so long as any of ws are interésted in that 
phase of the matter. But withal it is ex- 
ceedinglv interesting. It requires enough 
of brain work to take it out of the plod- 
ing routine. The tree is so hardy, and yet 
so sensitive to good, even tender care and 
nursing: its growth, changes and develop. 
ment are so rapid; its processes of flow- 
ering, fruiting and ripening so continu- 
ous throughout the entire year that the 
grower is kept interested, alert, active, 
his hopes are stimulated and his antici- | 
paations are gratified all the time. A 
man comes to love his trees. They be- 
come pets. He enjoys living in his or- 
chard. He never wearies of it.’ However 
absorhine ithe occuvation from which he 
has turned aside, he finds in his orange 
orchard all the conditions to pleasantly oc- 
cupy body and mind. 


Thinning Fruit. 


The following paper was read by J. W. 
Mills of the University Experiment 
Station at Pomona at the last meeting of 
prt Southern California Pomological So- 
ciety: 

November is, no doubt, the wrong sea- 
son for the discussion of fruit-thinning, 
but if every horticultural topic were only 
to be brought up at thé Wroper time for 
its practice, Pomona fruitegtowers would 
have to hold monthly mégtings. 

Although I have passed: but one season 
in your midst and seen the. wonderful pos- 
sibilities of. this section that are being 
rapidly developed, I feeli:ioth to make 
any criticism on the way:which you con- 
duct any of the branches of your business. 
But, there is one thing that I can seechas 
-been sadly. neglected; ‘and: I’ have taken’ 
this opportunity to. bring this subject be- 
fore the fruit-growers. bie 

Nature never intends that a fruit tree 
should bring to perfection for our benefit 
more fruit than the tree could support 
without props. We have selected, culled 
and improved our varieties of fruit trees 
with two principal ideas in view, viz., 
productiveness and size of fruit, produc- 
tiveness seeming to have received the 
greater share of attention. Everybody 
paturally plants those varieties that as- 
sure a fair crop, year in and year out. 
This is all right, but after we have be-| 
come masters of the situation so that we 
can sustain this equilibrium why do we 
consent to allow it;:to be destroyed? 

Nearly all varieties of fruit-bearing 
trees have their “off years,” or years: of 
light crops. Of course we do not thif 
the fruit much then, but when we do have 
a heavy crop, why do we not thin as much 
as is best for everything concerned? I 
suppose it is because we want to make 
up for the short crop of the previous year, 
ignoring the fact that a heavy crop, be- 
sides exhausting the tree and tending to 
make a light yield the following year, 
will give small and inferior fruit. 

When a man has an extra: heavy crop 
the first season his orchard: comes into 
bearing and dces not thin, I suppose he is 
not thoroughly posted in his business, or 
else his negligence is prompted by the 
desire to get all there is in sight. It 
sometimes happens, and especially in dry 
seasons, that all the pleasant anticipations 

f the fruit-growers are not realized. Of 
course a person may lack experience and 
do a great deal of damage by irregular 
thinning, when he is really anxious to 
know the proper way. 

The fruit-growers of the North have 


the business and have made for them- 
selves their own rules with their numer- 
ous exceptions. We must do the same in 
Southern California if we expect to com- 
pete with them in deciduous fruits. Our 
soil is as varied as that of the northern 
part of the State; and we may need as 
many exceptions to our rules. 

. The growers of the North lay as much 
stress, if mot more, on thinning as they do 
on cultivation and pruning; these three 
natural features of the business are all 
they have to contend with—irrigation be- 
ing unnecessary. I was under the im- 
pression myself that you could raise an 
indefinite amount of fruit on a tree, if 
you could give it -plenty of water, but 
the harvest of the past season has dis- 
pelled all such ideas. 

There is much doubt as to the proper 
time to thin, some claiming it should be 
done before the fruit hardens, as that is 
the critical time in the life of the fruit, 
and if -the conditions are not’ normal 
the crop that is left may be ruined by 
dropping. But it is conceded that the 
greatest draught on the tree comes with 
‘the hardening of the pit, and if we wait 
until the pit is formed we are placing a 
tax on the tree that could otherwise be 
avoided. 

One theory in good repute -with our 
Northern brethren is this: If we thin be- 
fore the pit hardens, we remove from the 
tree the necessity of forming the useless 
crop of pits and the extra vitality is 
thrown into the remaining fruit. With 
‘this extra vital power the fruit is better 
able to withstand adversities, and in the 
end better results are obtained on apn 
average. Some years young fruit will 
drop and leave a light crop, no matter 
how heavy the yield) promises -to be. 
This is, no doubt, due to imperfect pol- 
lination. 

All of us, no doubt, have noticed before 


what a wonderful difference there is in 
the size and appearance of the fruit on 
two trees, Bere, one has been thinned by 
hend or otherwise- and ‘the other left to 
bear its butdeli!] ’This' goes te prove that 
@he sooner the superfluous-fruit is re- 
moved before the pit hardeng#'’the better 
it is for the fruit that makes the crop, 
and consequently the tree itself. 

This leads to the question, how. shall 
we thin? How much shall we leave on 
the tree? That, no doubt, depends upon 
the character of the soil, and the use to 
which you put your. fruit. If you sell 
to canners it seems impossible to get it 
too large; if you calculate to ship your 
fruit green, its size depends upon the de-

ern greeh-fruit shippers were very much | 
surprised and @isgusted to find that the 
immense peaches and pears they shipped 
to the New York and Chicago fruit mar- 
kets did not bring as 
their medium-siged fruit, though they, 
arrived in equalfy as good condition.

Six or eight inches, I should 
say, is close It takes courage t9 
do this if you have not seen the result of 
such thinning. | 

You start out with a firm resolution to 
thin to eight invhes and wind up with an 
average of four or five inches. This will 
not do. It will pay you better to hire a 
man who has @ grudge against you to do 
your thinning. Let those who are doubt- 
‘ful try an experiment on a row of trees. 
Count the number of linear feet of fruit- 
bearing Jimbs om a tree and calculate 
‘twelve one-half-pound peaches to every 
eight feet. I thimk you will conclude you 
are getting your share. Of course a rule 
that will apply to ome orchard may not 
apply to another; the rule you fol'ow for 
one tree may not do for the next one in 
the same row. 

The amount of thinning is as varied as 
that of pruning. A man must have two or 
three years’ experience with his orchard 
in order to know how to thin each tree, 
and if he is a success even then you can 
mark him down an extraordinary man. 

I have been impressed with the idea that 
some of the Pomona fruit-srowers have 
made a specialty of raising pits during 
the last season, and had I nut happened 
to have seen peaches grown in the Po- 
mona Valley that were the finest I ever 
saw, and had I not known something 
about the difference in the ‘node of car- 
ing for them, I should have decided (taat 
a Southern Californian mist hunt favor- 
ite localities in which to raise his peaches. 
As it is, I know we can 
peach most anywhere in tke valley we 
prune ian thin with a bold bani. It takes 
courage, until we learn the business, to 
pick thirty greem peaches from 4& limb 
and leave but two to mature, but it is 
sometimes necessary. 

Apricots in the northern citrus belt do 
not need to be thinned so scverely as 
peaches, yet if the past season’s crop is 
a fair sample of what this country ¢an 
do with. that fruit-there is very little 
difference in that respect according to a 
Northern growers idea. 

When ali#the canners refuse to buy 
peach that measures less than °% inches 
in diameter it will be a s00d thins for our 
trees and our market. Both will be in 
a healthier condition. The s.oner we

Lessors of the Freeze. 


(S. BE. Mays tn Florida Agriculturist:) I 
have read with much interest the various 
articles that haye appeared in the Agri- 
culturist relative to the freeze. Much 
good advice is given and many valuable 
suggestions made, “but, on the whole it 
seems tome the true lesson has been over- 
looked. It is quite likely as suggested by 
one that: the planting of new groves wilt 
cease for a time at least, and possibly 
many. old ones may be abandoned, ubt 
there’*many of us who have all they own 
in. an ofanmge grove and depend on it for 


up and go at something else. , 
(here is fittle question as to the profit 
of orange-growing if one has means suf: 
ficient and does not undertake too much. 
An experience of twenty years in the 
business conforms the opinion that it is 
the most profitable of all horticultuarl 
pursuits. There is no reason that I can 
see (expect cold) why from $300 to $500 
per acre may not be realized every year 
if qne’s grove is not too large for his 
tm .

If, as some o 
your correspondents suggest,. orange- 
growing is a failure and, we had better 
go at.-something else as raising corn, 
peas, ete., then I think we had better 
poll up stakes, quit the country and go 
where the soil will produce corn, etc., at 
a profit—it won’t do it here. There. is but 
one difficulty in the way in the orange 
busimess, and that is the cold spells, 
freezes or blizzards we occasionally have 
and which are likely to be more frequent 
in the future and perhaps of greater se- 
verity. It is just here the lesson of the 
freeze lies. What is the, best method of 
management and fertilization of the 
grove that: will bring and keep the trees 
freezes? The fruit we can sell or insure. 
It is the tree we want to preserve. Can 
+ it be done so as to insure a fine crop 
every year? believe it can and while 
I have not eu the plan a trial in ali 
its details, the experiments I have made 
in the last twenty years seem to me 
to fully warrant this conclusion. To take 
up as little of your space as possible, I 
would suggest then, to secure this end, 
the following method of management of 
the grove: The entire abandonment in 
bearing groves of th® turn plow, 
4n implement only useless 
for any purpose, but I believe 
positively injurious in our  bot/:omJess 
sand. In lieu of it I would use the spad- 
ing harrow, and that only in May or June 
of every year, or every other year, as I 
might think best—no other tool, but the 
scythe or mowing-machiné to he used in 
the grove—nc vegetable matter to be cut 
green or removed from the grove. I 
would throw aside the pruning-knife, saw 
and spray pump and rely upon a suffi- 
Cient quantity of some good, complete 
manure made from the best nomvolatile 
mineral elements <o keep the tree in 
healthy condition. A good fertilizer, and 
enough of it, is the best insecticide On 
very poor land less tham forty pounds to 
the tree would be, I think, insufficient; 
‘sixty pounds “would be ter; twenty 
pounds per tree applied in May and forty 
pounds per tree in October in the grass, 
weeds, etc. This plam would; I think, so 
invigorate the tree ‘hat it would success- 
fully resist drout’, insects, etc., and leave 
it in just the best condition to resist coid 
—not growing, but vigorous and full of 


life. The loss of leaves is, of course, an 


injury, but if a tree sustains no greater 
damage we need feel no anxiety. It is 
upon : point of fertilizing that I have 
most doubt.

What to Do with the Droppings. 

(Florida Agriculturist:) The fresher the 
droppings when added to the heap, the 
better, and therefore it will pay well to 
clean out the houses every day. If they 
are allowed to remain under the roosts 
they Ieee more value every hour unless 
the weather is very cold. As the space under 
the roosts should always be sprinkled with 
dry dirt cr sifted coal ashes, not wood 
ashes, the matter of raking or cleaning 
them off will be easy. Put the droppings 
mixed with the dirt in a barrel or box 
provided for the purpose and keep them 
saturated with urine and soapsuds. When 
the berrel is full is the proper time to 
saturate them, and, to do it correctly is 
to mix a bucketful of equal parts of 
urine and soapsuds and then stir into the 
bucket two or three handfpls of kainit. 
Now pour the contents of the bucket over 
the barrel. Do this repeatedly until the 
entire contents of the barrel are saturated, 
then keep the contents always damp. The 
kainit will dissolve, and should: ary. chem- 
ical change cccur in the mass there will 
be a formation of sulphate of ammonia, 
while the seapsuds will form fat acids 
which will also assist in preventing loses. 
Then, again, moisture absorbs ammonia, 
and there will be less lIcss than if the

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

As mentioned in The Times of yester- 
day, the Chamber of Commerce has in- 
dorsed a project for the establishment Of a 
factory in Los Angeles for the manufac- 
ture of the fiber of the agave, or century 
plant, also known as henequen, or sisil 
hemp. Such @ factory, if established, 
would be of great importance to Los An- 
geles, employing a large number of men. 
Since the d@iscovery of effective 
for the handling. of the plant there is a 
vast field for it in the economy of the 
world, as it is susceptible of being manu- 
factured into a large variety of of valuable 
products. 

The word “henequen”’ is of Maya origin. 
The Maya Indians who inhabit the Penin- 
sula of Yucatam, apply this term to all 
kimis of fiber from the 
agave plant, of which there are some twen- 
| ty-five varieties known. In the central 
and northern States of Mexico this same 
fiber is called ixtle, an Aztec word, also 
fiber. Lomg before the advent 
of Cortez this fiber and its manufactured 
_products were in universal use in Mexico, 
and the plant from which it was extracted 
furnished the people with clothing, drink 
am medicine, and was then, as it is today, 
a never-failing fountain of riches. The 
plant, besides being indigenous to Y¥uca- 
tan, Sinaloa and Lower California, has also 
beep introduced and cultivated in the 
islapis of Cuba, Bahamas, the Philippines 
and Florida. Experience and actual tests 
have demonstrated that the Lower Cali- 
fornia variety, which is found in its most 
luxuriant development in the meighbor- 
hood of the port of Santo Domingo, in the 
cag ee district of the peninsula, yields 
“the fiber and is commercially the 
most of all the varieties known. 

The plant attains the age of about 30 
years, blooming but once toward the end 
of that period and then dying. It is re- 
produced by shoots which are thrown out 
by the roots all around the mother plant 
and which can be readily transplanted 
when each will again form the nucleus 
of-a new family. They grow without irri- 
gation or cultivation of any kind. Of 
those transplanted in Yucatan and Sinaloa 
only about ten out of a thousand have 
died, and that was owing to carelessness 
in handling and tearing. of roots. When 
the leaves ‘attain a length of two to four 
‘feet they are generally. cut from the bot- 
tom up and the fiber is*extracted from 
them by suitable machinery. Leaves of 
five to seven feet in length, however, 
are by no means uncommon, although for 
manufacturing purposes it is not neces- 
sary that the fiber should attain that 
length. After the first cutting the plant 
‘is left alone for about three years, when 
a sufficient number of grown leaves will 
be found ready for another cutting, and 
so on, until the plant begins to show 
signs that it is going to throw out the 
heart shoot, or center stalk, with its 
blossoms. By this time the plant is 
nearly denuded of its leaves and now 
becomes . exceedingly valuable for the 
manufacture of the famous Mexican liquor 
called’ mescal, to obtain which the plant 
is rooted up, chopped up into small pieces, 
thrown into the distillery vat and then 
subjected to the ordinary process of dis- 
tillation. Cattle grow very fat feeding 
upon all the green waste and offal of the 
plant, and any plant that for some cause 
dies and dries up becomes again of value 
as excellent fuel. 

The fiber easily takes on and per- 
manently holds any kind of a dye; it is not 
affected by salt water and is absolutely 
insect-proof, as no insect will go any- 
where near it. It is superior to the ma- 
nilla hemp, being less brittle and need- 
ing no varnish or tar to protect it from 
the corrosive action of salt water. All 
manner of cordage and twine manufac- 
tured from it is of superior excellence 
and commands the highest prices in the 
markets of the world. It is also used 
for the manufacture of hammocks, ll 
kinds of matting, brushes, bagging, car- 
bets, mattresses, upholstery, hats, a great 
variety of fancy goods, and the short 
fiber for paper stock, the latter yielding 
an article equal to linen paper. 

Recent improvements made in the ex- 
tracting machinery have yielded a fiber 
of exquisite beauty, silken finish and 
great tenactity, from which beautiful 
clothing resembling linen can be readily 
manufactured. The juice of the body of 
the plant when boiled down makes an 
excellent and deliciously flavored syrup 
largely used for sweetening purposes and 
as a gentle laxative. 

The following figures are taken from 
the government consular reports at Wash- 
ington and are official: 

In 1889 Yucatan exported henequen to 
the value of $5,430,306, against $3,252,000 
in 1883. 

During the half-year ending December 
31, 1891, the value of the henequen exports 
was $3,290,255, which rose during the cor- 
‘Tesponding per-od of the following year, 
1892, to $4,231,169. 

Last year’s exports have probabl 
reached $12,000,000, 4f not over, "hut the 
official figures are mot yet obtainable. 

The value of mescal produced in 1889 
was $4,041,955 and is at the present time 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000 per an- 
num. 

The reason of this enormous increase is 
the steadily growing demand for the raw 
fiber, ow!ng to its well-established merit 
and great variety of uses. As to the mes- 
cal, the bulk of it is consumed in Mexico. 
but there is a great market awaiting it in 
this country. Its medicinal virtues are 
fully recognized by the Mexicans. 

Since the perfecting of the extracting 
machinery the only drawback and ele- 
ment of doubt affecting this industry has 
disappeared. Following is a quotation from 
an official report of the Governor of the 
Bahamas, Sir Ambrose Shea, of June 11, 
1894. He says: 

“After my very careful examination of 
the machine of Todd & Co., which is now 
in successful operation on ‘the Plantation 
of Mr. Menendez, I am satisfied that it 
efficiently meets all the requirements of 
our fiber industry. Its mtovements are‘ 


the fiber in fine condition, with a minimum 
amount of waste. After our repeated fail- 
ures to obtain the machinery required it 
is most satisfactory to me to know that 
we now have one that, from its undoubted 
excellence, must come into universal use 
in this colony.” 

With our steadily growing oil production 


the vital question of cheap fuel for man- 
ufacturing purposes has been solved and 
Los Angeles is in a position to develop in- 
dustrial interests of magnitude in the 
near future, thus giving employment to a 
large number of 


people. 
Owing to its present shipping facilities, 


(whieh the future will still further in- 
crease,) Los Angeles would be an admira- 
ble distributing center for this valuable 
fiber as raw material. Its great variety 
of uses would justify the establishment of 
large factories. The money expended in 


such investments would necessarily yield | 


large returns and would be in the nature 
of a monopoly on the Pacific Coast, not 
coming into competition with other sim- 
ilar establishtients in the Bast, on ac- 
count of the enormous demand. for this 
fiber product and its absolute freedom 
from violent fluctuations of the market or. 
the vagaries —

A CHEERFUL PROPHET. 


Mr. C. E. Wantland, a prominent 
citizen of Salt Lake City, writing in 
the American Land and Title Regis- 
ter, makes some cheerful predictions 
as to the progress of Denver, Salt 
Lake and Los Angeles during 1895-96. 
Of Los Angeles and the “New West” 
he says: 

“Los Angeles will also keep ahead 
in the face.

“Let our Eastern and Central real es- 
tate brethren turn their eyes again to 
the Western Star. The Southern propa- 
ganda has diverted attention recently, 
but the Great West is waking up, and 
Denver, Salt Lake and Los Angeles are 
the great cities of the great district 
in America where the vacant lands 
now appear which must be utilized to 
provide for the idle people of other 
States, who must get back to the land 
either alive or dead. The last Con- 
gress gave to each of the mountain 
States 1,000,000 acres of land to be 
reclaimed under their own plans. 
‘Irrigation’ is the magic word. In the 
new States 3,000,000 acres are now 
ready and waiting for settlers. . 

“In six months from now the great- 
est colonization work of recent years 
will be under way, and it will be a 
.movement to the New West. 

“Let our friends remember that the 
land of silver is also the land of gold 
which they worship. Let them also 
remember that as the new develop- 
ment comes to the States west of the 
Missouri River it carries with it a 
new feature. The people whose inter- 
ests have been laughed at are begin- 
ning to feel that it is folly to send 
hides East to. be made into shoes and 
shipped back to them, providing work 
for people who talk and _ legislate 
against silver. They also feel that 
their wool had better be made up into 
clothing by their own people at home, 
and that iron and many other raw 
‘materials had better be utilized nearer 
home among their friends. The New 
West and industrial independence will 
be heard of one of these days. The 
story of a billion dollars taken from 
Western mines and shipped away to 
pay for goods made in the East may 
not be repeated in the future.” 


In the Vanderbilt divorce case the 
plaintiff was given an absolute di- 
vorce with the privilege of remarry- 
ing, while the defendant was forbidden 
to marry during the lifetime of the 
defendant.

It is doubtful if the 
inhibition laid upon the defendant in 
this case would be sustained by the 
higher courts should he choose to 
carry the question to an ultimate test.

preme Court.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The grand 
jury of the Supreme Court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia has rétufned an indict- 
ment for criminal libel against Chartes 
A. Dana, editor, and William Laffin, rub- 
lisher of the New York Sun. 

The presentment was formally made to 
Judge Cole, presiding, by the foreman of 
the jury today. It is a formidable docu- 


ment of many pages, setting forth the | 


malicious motives of Messrs. Dana and 
Laffin in cr‘minaily libelling Frank~ B. 
Noyes, proprietor of the Washington Even- 
ing Star, and one of the board of direc- 
tors, and of the Executive Committee of 
the Associated Press. 

The District Supreme Court is a United 
States court, and according to the pro- 
cedure of ‘such courts, District Attorney 
Birney will transmit a certified copy of the 
indictment to the District Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York, located in 
New York City. It will be submitted to 
a United States commissioner and he, on 
satisfying himself of the regularity of the 
indictment, will issue a criminal warrant 
for the arrest of Messrs. Dana and Laffin. 
The commissioner aleo fixes the amount of 
bail. The ‘have the, right of ap- 
pealing for a wf habeas corpus to con- 
test the prima facie sufficiency of the pro- 
cedure before being arraigned on the mer- 
its of the indictment. It is expected the 
transmission of the indictment to New 
York and the arrest of the accused will 
be accomplished within a day or two. . 

The indictment as returned contains 
three counts setting forth different cir- 
cumstances of criminality on the publish- 
ing of the iibel. The proceeding is ac- 


cording to the common law, which, as mod- | 4h, 
| Wfied by certain acts of Congress, consti- 
“tutes the jurisprudence of the District of 


Columbia. Before specifying the three 
criminal counts, the indictment sets up the 
circumstances and motives leading up to 
them. It states that the Associated Press 
és an incorporated news agency for the 
wide distribution of news, with branches 
in New York, Chicago, Washington, St. 
Louis,; San Francisco and throughout the 
country. Its affairs are conducted by a 
board of directors, of which Mr. Noyes Is 
a member. 
ANIMUS OF THE ACT. 

The indictment states the international 
organization of the United Press, which 
has Charles A. Dana as president and 
William A. Laffin as vice-president. Men- 
tion is made of two rival associa- 
tions to show the ®himus of the subse- 
quent acts charged'against Dana and Laf- 
fin. It also gives the organization of the 
Sun Printing & Publishing Association, 
with Charles A. Dana as editor, and 
William A. Laffin as publisher. The three 
counts of criminal libel are then given. 
The first count states that on February 
22 t, the New York Sun published an 
editorial é¢rom which the following is 
an extract: . | 
‘“The corporation (meaning the Associ- 
ated Press) is organized under the Illinois 
State law and the provisions of the sta- 
tute respecting the personal liability of 
directors are amusing. We commend a 
careful study of them to the unfortunate 
newspaper managers who have been roped 
in. They may see their way to making 
such a thoroughly dishonest director as 
F. B. Noyes, of Washington, for in- 
stance, refund to them the amount of the 
extra assessment put of which they hav 
been buncoed.’’ 

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE: ACT. 

The indictment, after stating that the 
foregoing libel was oirculated in New 
York City, charges also that on the same 
day Messrs. Dana and Laffin sent 300 
copies of the paper to Washington and 
thereby published the libel in Washing- 
ton. The two accused are charged with 
full knowledge of what appears in the 
editorial columns of their paper and with 
responsibility for the same. 

The second count refers particularly to 
the publication of the libel in Washing- 
ton. 

The third count is general in terms, ac- 
cusing Dana and Laffin of composing and 
publishing a criminal libel, specifying the 
Sun or detailing circumstances of the 
charge. 

The first count is the most specific and 
gives the gravamen of the charges on 
which the grand jury acted. 

Besides the foregoing there are features 
of libel set forth and there is the usual 
formal and severe language of the law in 
specifying an allegation of crime. The 
proceedings have been under the direc- 
tion of Dist.-Atty. Birney, also he has as- 
signed Assistant District Attorney Tag- 
gart to conduct the case before the grand 
jury. Beimg a criminal and not a civil 
Gase thie prosecution is conduated by the 
public officers as an offense against the 
public rather than as against an individ- 
ual, thle theory of the law being ithata libel 
against Mr. Noyes or any other citizen is 
an offenses against the peace and quiet of 
the community to be prosecuted in the 
same manner as an; other disturbance of 


the public peace. When the warrants 


are issued Messrs. Dana and Laffin will 
have three courses open to them. They 
may submit to arrest and decline to give 
bail, in which case they will be brought 
to Washington to stand trial. If they give 
bail #t will insure their coming to Wash- 
ington at the time the case is called in 
the United States Court. In the mean- 
time they may test the sufficiency of the 
face of the indictment, without going into 
its details, by applying for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. The action of the grand jury 
in indicting Messrs. Dana and Laffin will 
undoubtedly add another celebrated case to 
the annals of American criminal law. 
While the indictment is one in behalf of 
the public against tthe libelous course of 
Mr. Dana and his coadjutor, Mr. Laf- 
fin, yet it incidentally protects the repu- 
tation of Mr. Noyes and others who have 
been maligned by this source. It is as- 
sumed that these persons are willing to 
attempt to justify in court this publi- 
cation against Mr. Noyes, and such an 
effort at justification is welcomed. It is 
fitting that the case should be tried in 
Washington, where Mr. Noyes was born 
and has always lived, and where his repu- 
tation is best known.

THIRTEEN HUNDRED DOLLARS 
WANTED. BY THEM. 


Dissentions Among the Parties Have 
’ Put Off Indefinitely the Chance 
- of Securing the Rewards 
of the Companies. 


On February 16, 1894, the day after the 


Southern Pacific Company and Wells, 
Fargo & Co. jointly offered a reward of 
$1000, in addition to the standing reward 
of $300 offered by the latter corporation, 
for the arrest and conviction of the per- 
petrators of the outrage. 

This sum naturally aroused the cupidity 
of the local officers to the extent of mak- 
ing extra efforts to bring the guilty par- 
ties to justice. With what success these 
efforts were attended it is unnecessary to. 
state, the matter being still fresh in the 
minds of the public. Suffice it to say that 
after a number of arrests had been made 
and considerable money spent in fruitless 
endeavors to convict innocent men, Alva 
Johnson, a rancher in the Tejunga Can- 
yon, was arrested, and ugeg confessing his 
complicity in the second .robbery, sen- 
tenced to San Quentin Penitentiary for life. 

Since his arrest no less than: thirteen ap- 
plicants have presented their claims for 
the rewards of $1300, and two suits have 


above named to recover'that amount. In 
order therefore to determine the question 
as to which of the claims is well founded, 
and to whom the corporations are. legally 
liable, they jointly commenced: an action 
yesterday in the Superior Court against 
these thirteen claimants, which in effect, 
is an offer to deposit :

selves. . 

In their complaint the two companies al- 
lege that each of the defendants named 
therein claims to be entitled to the re- 
ward, and that the company %#s_ unable, 
without the aid of the court to determine 
which of the defendants are entitled to it, 
but that they stand ready to pay this re- 
ward to the person or persons legally en- 
titled to it. 

It is also sought to enjoin the two claim- 
ants who have already brought suit from 
proceeding any further against them, 
pending the determination by the court of 
the priority of their claims.

Dr. Lewis Swift of the Mt. Lowe Ob- 
servatory writes The Times calling at- 
tention to the fact that a total eclipse 
of the moon will occur on Sunday even- 
ing next, and telling the best way in 
which to observe it. As « is a gg 
itively rare phenomenon it seems e- 
sirable that it be viewed under the most 
favorable conditions. {

The moon never entirely disappears 
during totality but takes on the hue of 
tarnished copper. | 

Not only will the craters, mountains 
and ocean beds of the moon be visible 
through the telescope, but she will be 
seen in her onward march to occult the 
stars which will instantly disappear on 
her eastern and suddenly appear on her 
western limb.

OTTO RAACKE. 


A Brewer’s Son Fails to Support His 
Wife and Children and a War- 
rant is Issued for His 

Arrest. 


A sad story of neglect and profligacy 
came to light yesterday afternoon with 
the filing of a criminal complaint in the 
Township Justice’s Court by Mrs. Otto 
Raacke, praying for the arrest of her 
husband, under Sec. 270 of the Penal 
Code, for his failure to provide for his 
minor children. 

Mrs. Raacke, who resides at No. 521 
Macy street in this city, was married to 
Otto Raacke about five years ago. Two 
children, both of whom are sturdy and 
bright boys, resulted as the issue of their 
marriage. At first young Raacke was a. 
model husband and his wife fondly 
imagined that his past extravagances and 
wld debaucheries, of which she had 
heard vague rumors, were not only re- 
gretted, but that he was sincere in his 
promises to make amends for them by 
his future conduct. He rented a small 
piece of land for nursery purposes and 
endeavored to eke out a living as a 
landscape gardener, but his efforts not 
proving so successful as he had antici- 
pated, he soon ceased to take the in- 
terest in his new occupation which he 
evinced at the start. By degrees he drifted 
back to his old haunts and consequently 
neglected his family and home. In spite 
of his wife’s prayers and_ entreaties 
Raacke remained away whenever he could 
get money with which to appease his ap- 
petite for liquor, only returning when 
penniless or intoxicated. Everything of 
value in the house having been pawned, 
the poor woman was reduced to desti- 
tution, but through the medium of an 
attorney. Raacke’s father was communi- 
cated with and her immediate wants sup- 
plied. Of late, young Raacke has gone 
from bad to worse, and as a last resort 
the strong arm of the law has been 
called into service with the view of 
checking his downward career. A warrant 
was issued for his arrest yesterday but 
he could not be found by the officer to 
whom it was entrusted for service. 
Young Raacke, who is the son of 
a wealthy brewer of St. Louis, drifted out 
to Los Angeles during the boom and for 
a time was employed as a reporter on 
the local staff of the Tribune, now defunct. 
His unreliable habits and taste for 
liquor, however, led to his dismissal, and 
for months afterward he made no effort 
to work for a living. . 

It was currently reported that after 
squandering a fortune of $250,000, he 
had figured in a breach-of-promise suit 
which cost his father $38,000, and had

MRS. OPHARA WAS NOT VERY

The Coroner’s Inquest on the Body of 
the Poisoned Lad—More Evi- 
dence is’ Expected to 
be Had. 


The Coroner’s inquést in the case of the 
Henderson boy, who died eating 
poisoned cakes in East Los Angeles 
Wednesday afternoon, wae started yester- 
day, and, after taking the testimony of 
nearly all the witnesses, was adjourned 
till next Monday morning. The testimony 
taken developed some facts which make 
the case look weree for Mrs. O’Hara. 

The etomach of the dead boy was re- 
moved and sealed in a jar so that it may 
be examined for evidences of strychnine 
if desired.

next Monday, and in the meantime further 
investigation will be made. 

Coroner 1 examined the crumbs 
in the bag in which! the cakes were and 
found ‘a number of minute crystals of 
what, without doubt, was strychnine. The 
cakes thad evidently been put in the sack 
when fresh, for fragments of them had 
adhered to the paper. 

The upper part of the bag had been torn 
off, so that if there had been anything 
printed on it it would be removed. sack 
is of the ordinary sort, the size apparently 
being No. 4, which would hold about four 
pounds of sugar. 

The fold in the bottom of the bag is of 
the kind that requires the sack to be 
pressed out from within in order to make 
a flat bottom. This is unlike some sacks 
which are folded in such a way” when 
made that the bottom is kept flat and the 
apening of the sack for wse merely draws 
the sides away from the bottom ‘to which 
they are folded... 

It is said to be a very gasy matter to 
split a ‘‘lady finger’’ when fresh and insert 
between the split portions a small quan- 
tity 6f strychnine and stick the two parts 

‘together again.

HAWTHORNE’S ART. 


Style Simple and Noble. 

(St. Nicholas:) At intervals since Haw- 
thorne’s death all the writings he left be- 
hind bim have been published one after 
another—his private letters, the note-books 
he kept irregularly in America and in Eu- 
rope, and the seven efforts he made to 
shape the story he finally left unfinished 
when he died. But the publication of these 
things never intended for the public has 
not interféred with his fame; though 
they did not add to it, they did not detract 
from it.. They took us in gome measure 
into his workshop, but they could not re- 
veal the secret of his art; that died with 
him. They showed that his English was 
always pure and clear, and that his style 
was always simple and noble. They re- 
vealed little or nothing of real value for 
an estimate of the author, though they 
eerved to confirm the belief that he brooded 
jong over his tales and his romances, shap- 
| ing each to the inward moral it was to de- 
clare silently, and perfecting each slowly 
until it had attained in every detail the 
clearness and symmetry which should sat- 
isfy his own most exacting taste. 

Many have marveled that Hawthorne 
should have been able to write romances 
here in. this new country of ours, which 
seems to tack all that others have con- 
sidered needful for romance; but to a seer 
of his insight that was no difficult -matter. 

Hawthorne was able to fi romance 
not in external trappings and picturesque 
fancy costumes, but deep down in the soul 
of man himself. Besides this power of en- 
tering into the recesses of the human 
heart, he had not only a vigorous imagi- 
nation, not only great ingenuity in in- 
venting incident, not only the gift of the 
story-telling faculty in a high degree, 
but also a profound respect for the art 
of narrative; and these qualities all com- 
bined to meke him beyond all question 
the most accomplish2d and complete artist 
in fiction whom America has yet produced.

ELECTRICAL TROUBLES IN COT- 
TON SPINNING. 


Telephony in Korea—A Great Swed- 
ish Power on—Elec- 
tric Lighting in Mexico— 
Electric Life Buoy: 


,.NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The story told in this col- 
umn some months as to the profit- 
able use of the electric light by the King 
of Korea to keep off ghosts has gone the 
rounds of the press of the world. It will 
bea remembered that His Majesty has 
kept up to prompt payments by the threat 
of the electrician to let the light go out. 
In his newly-published work, ‘Korea,”’ 
Henry Savage Landor tells an equally- 
good tale of the telephone. Some months 
before he arrived fn Seoul a foreigner 
had visited the King soliciting orders for 
installations of telephones. ‘The King, be- 
ing much astounded and pleased at the 
wonderful invention, immediately, at 
great expense, set about connecting by 
telephone the tomb of the Queen dowager 
with the royal palace. Many hours a day 


were afterward spent by His Majesty and 


his suite in listening at their end of the 
telephone, and a watchman was kept all 
night in case the Queen Gowager should 
wake up from her eternal sleep. But not 
a message, of a sound of murmur, even, 
was heard. The King was disgusted, and 
the telephone was condemned as a fraud 
by His Majesty of Cho-Sen. He approves 
of the electric light because it keeps off 
zhosts. and condemns the telephone be- 
cause it does not ‘‘raise them.”’ 


DYNAMO- ELECTRICITY IN _ FIRE- 
ALARM TELEGRAPHY. 


There is a steady tendency to replace 
in telegraph and telephone offices the pri- 
mary battery by current generated by a 
dynamo. Superintendent B. S. Flanders of 
the Boston municipal fire-alarm telegraph 
gives an account of certain experiments 
made by him in the application of dynamo- 
electric currénts on his lines, which are 
of much interest. For the’past year Mr. 
Flanders has employed a motor generator 
driven by a 110-volt current derived from 
the mains of the Edison Illuminating 
Company. This machine feeds a group 
of six fire-alarm circuits, each of which 
is provided with a rheostat for adjusting 
the strength of its currents. The aver- 
age current uired for each cicuit is 
fifty volts and 0.04 amperes. The number 


| of gravity cells superseded.by this ar- 


rangement was 350, and Mr. Flanders 
states that the capacity of the machine 
is ample to supply as many additional 
circuits. As to the results, he says: ‘“‘The 
constancy and steadiness of the current 


| thus obtained, together with the facility 


for instantaneously increasing or de- 
creasing it to meet the varying condi- 
tions of the circuits, have thorughly con- 
vinced me, after a trial extending through 
#0 many months, that the dynamo is 
greatly superior in all respects to any 
form of galvanic battery yet in the 
fire-alarm service.’’ 

The system has been definitely adopted 
for the new central station which is soon 
to be equipped under Mr. Flanders’s di- 
rection. The economy of space ig simply 
remarkable, as the motor-generator can 
stand on a shelf, while the batteries re- 
quire big rooms for their accommodation. 


ELECTRICAL TROUBLES IN COTTON- 
SPINNING. 


A large cotton-spinning firm in this 
country had a number of combers made 
to comb the same width of laps as they 
had seen successfully combed in a mill in 
Bnegland, but after a year’s trial they 
found so much difficulty and so much 
waste made that they went to the ex- 
treme length of sending their manager to 
England to see again the machines which 
had served as a sample for the giving of 
the order, to ascertain whether they did 
work as satisfactorily as the firm had 
supposed. They found that the machines 
did so, and the firm was forced to the con, 
clusion that they would have to comb a 
lap one inch narrower than they do in 

cashire, on account of the effect of 
the latent ‘‘static’’ electricity upon the 
loose fibres of cotton. The action is to 
separate the fibres. Fibres under this in- 
fluence cannot be brought together; con- 
sequently more room is required for the 
operation. What is true of the card, 
comber and draw frame is also true of 
the fly frames and spinning machines, But 
in the spinning machines the présence of 
electricity is shown by accumulation of 
fly on the working parts—the ‘rough, 
character of the thread made, and 
its brittleness and liability to snap. One 
mill, starting its new machinery, 
had several breakdowns after stopping 
the machine and restarting. A little ob- 
servation showed that in each case a huge 
parcel of cotton of considerable density 
had been carried to the metallic cages, 
and by over-pressure owing to the great 
thickness had caused breakages of the 
wheels. A little examination showed that 
after running some time the whole of the 
interior of the beaters, from the center 
shaft to the blade of the beater, con- 
tained a dense block of cotton, which 
filled in the space as symetrically as if it 
had been made purposely in wood. After 
a certain time, when the machine had been 
stopped long enough to allow the elec- 
tricity to be disengaged, these pieces fell 
as the machine restarted and were thrown 
by centrifugal force into the cages. On 
examination of these extraordinary blocks 
of cotton it was found that the fibres 
were ranged parallel end to end in line 
from the center of the beater shaft to the 
inside surface of the beater blade. In this 
case the objectionable phenomenon disap- 
peared as soon as the room had been 
heated and the straps driving the machine 
had been thoroughly well moistened with 
composition. The fact was machines 
were at first thoroughly insulated from 
the floor; the driving shaft slipping on 
the line-shaft pulley was acting as a sort 
of electric machine, and by 
means of the strap the opening or schutch- 
ing machine driven. In this country this 
has been considered of such importance 
that in many mills there are ar- 
rangements for preventing conduction of 
static electricity from the driving straps 
to the machines. 


A GREAT SWEDISH POWER TRANS- 
MISSION. 


The example of the utilization of Niag- 


ara is having its effect in Europe. The 
Swedish government is now working out a 
huge plan for the electrical development 
of the famous Trollhatta Falls. The water 
power which the etate controls is calcu- 
lated at 40,000 horse power and it is pro- 
posed to utilize 20,000 effective horse 


power for two different installations. At 
the Gullon there is first to be built a 
power transmission station which is to 
have 10,000 horse power at its disposal. 
Having passed the uppermost Gullo water- 
fall the water is conveyed into a kind of 
reservoir, blasted out of the.rock and 
which will supply a system of turbines, 
the water rushing down through a tun- 
nel blasted in the rock. The length of 
the tunnel is about -770 feet, the height 
of the fall from the in-take of the water 
to the exit of the tunnel will be rather 
more than fifty feet, and the effective 
fal) for the turbines forty-eight feet. With 
an aggregate water consumption of \74 
cubic metres per second evenly divi 
between ten turbines, and a yield of 72:5 
per cent., there should be over 10,000 
horse power available. The installation 
comprises eleven turbines, of which the 
one is a reserve, and the turbines are to 
work independently of each other. Alter- 
nate-current generators and transformers 
will then produce a current, the tension 
of which is calculated at 15,000 volts. It 
is reported that the Swedish government 
intends to use some of this power in ope- 
rating its system of railroads. At any 
rate it has sent to this country for in- 
formation in connection theréwith about 
our American electric railways. 
ELECTRIC LIGHTING IN MEXICO. 
There are not yet many electric lighting 
plants in Mexico, and those now running 
have usually some feature out of the 
common. That, for example, at Aguas 
Calientes, put in by a St. Louls company, 
is very interesting. While successful in 
every way it could not depend 6n its reg- 
ular street and commercial lighting for 
an income. The earnings of the com- 
pany for any particular month can be 
estimated with a fair degree of accuracy 
from the number of saints’ days on the 
calendar. The station is so equipped as 
to supply churches with extra light at 
short notice, and often from 200 to 300 
lamps are put into one church temporarily 
at a lucrative price. The six largest 
churches of the city are lighted by the 
company. Last Christmas time large 
crowds poured into the cathedral to wit- 
ness the special illumination. In the cen- 
ter of the altar with a life-size figure of 
Christ. Radiating outward from this. cen- 
tral figure wero strips of silver gilt, and 
at the point of each of the radiations was 
a sixteen-candle power lamp. An addi- 
tional 200 lamps were employed in a large 
inscription of the word ‘‘Maria.”’ The ef- 
fect was striking and the people were de- 
lighted. But the time when the resources 
of the station are most severely: taxed is 
the feast of San Marcos. The Mexi- 
cans are born gamblers and San Marcos 
is the great gambling feast of the year. 
Between the 20th of April and the 10th 
of May visitors flock into the city from 
all parts of the country to the number 
of 60,000 or 70,000, and among these there 
is a liberal admixture of American and 
European travelers. The city is given 
up to high revelry ad all gamble from 
high to low, according to their financial 
capacity. The headquarters of the play 
is the Hotel de San Marcos where spe- 
cial apartments are gorgeously fitted up 
with mirrors and-upholstery and bril- 
liantly illuminated with novel de- 
signs. Around the tables are be seen 
the youth, beauty and wealth of Mexico, 
and the game goes on night ahd day. 
Moreover the celebrated San Marcos gar- 
dens are specially wired for colored lamps 
and the whole scene is fairy land. Evea 
if somebody “breaks the bank,” the elec- 
tric light plant still comes out ahead. 
Two other curious features distinguish the 
plant. It uses wood for fuel in prefer- 
ence to coal at $15 a.ton; amd the station 
hamdis are paid daily Yor fear the affluence 
and opportunities of a whole week's 
wages all at once should be too much for 


ELECTRIC LIFE-BUOYS. 

A large electric company of Berlin, 
Germany, is making a life-buoy for use on 
board ship, which is fitted with an elec- 
tric lamp so as to be visible at night in 
the water. The floating apparatus is made 
of waterproof linen and is stfficient to 
bear the weight of three persons in the 
water, life belts being attached to the 
buoy. Inside-the canvas-buoy is a double 
wooden box containing an accumulator 
with gelatinous electrolyte and it is capa- 
ble of feeding an incandescent lamp for 
six hours. The incandescent lamp sur- 
mounts the floating buoy in a strong wire 
frame and is further protected by an outer 
strong glass globe. When the apparatus 
is hanging on board ship, the weight of 
the lower portion automatically switches 
off the currem, but as soon as the buoy 
is released and drops into the water four 
powerful springs switch the current on. 


The accumulator will last for two months | 


before requiring to be recharged, so that 
the apparatus can be employed on board 
ship where there is no dynamo. The ap- 
paratus weighs about 100 pounds, but the 
accumulator can be made smaller with, of 
course, a corresponding decrease in the 
duration of the light. A further and prom- 
ising form of electric life-buoy has now 
been proposed in the nature of a dirigible 
craft such as have already been used suc- 
cessfully in warfare. It carries a motor 
and reel of wire and can be directed 
toward wrecks or anyone struggling in 
the water. By reversing, the motor: can 
be made to rewind! its wire or to come 
home with its burden. By day & carries 
flags and by night its location is marked 
by an incandescent lamp on it. Any ship 
or life-station that has an electric light 
plant can operate from deck or shore this 
life-saver, and it is believed that it will 
soon find its place among the best appli- 
ances of the kind. Some of the military 
or naval of the directible type 
carry as much as 7000 feet of wire, which 
imactual tests under observation they have 
run out in less than five minutes.

BIVERSIDE COUNTY. - 


Horticultural Commissioners Charged 
with Neglect. 
RIVERSIDE, March 6.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) At the meeting of the City 
Trustees -Tuesday afternoon a petition 
from the Citizens’ Committee on improve- 
ment of the streets and the purchase of 
an electric lighting plant reported recom- 
mending that the authorities, under their 
constitutional powers, proceed at once to 
poseess themselves of all the necessary 
buildings, motive power, plant and other 
mechanical appliances required for the 
full equipment of an electric-lighting sys- 
tem, at a cost of not to exceed $35,000; 
that the city at once to improve 
certain etreets and avenues by laying 
thereon a coating of macadam of such 
materials and of such thickness as may 
be approved by the city authorities, under 
the advice and supervision of the City 
Engineer, at an expense not to exceed 
$90,000; that the Trustees at once proceed 
to pass euch ordinance as may be found 
necessary to submit the above proposed 
expenditure to the duly qualified voters of 
the city for their approval, and if the 
said proposed expenditure receives the 
sanction of said voters, t provision be 
at once made by the city authorities for 
procuring the funds necessary to the im- 
prosecution of the work proposed. 
A resolution indorsing the recommenda- 
tions of the committee was then passed 
by a unanimous vote. 
There was considerable forore kicked up 
at the session of the Board of Superviso 


the Board of Horticultural Commissioners, 
alleging neglect of duty, etc. It is gen- 
erally considered an effort to oust these 
commissioners, only because they are Re- 
publicans, as the Democratic member was 
not referred to.

SANTA MONICA. 
Figures from the Clerk’s Annual Re- 


port—Other Locals. 


SANTA MONICA, March 7.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The Los Angeles Herald 
was furnished with a true account of 
the Corona mishap at the Santa Monica 
wharf -on Wednesday morning by its lo- 
cal correspondent, but its editorial force 
made a sensational header of the incident 
and revised it to this: 

“The steamship Corona nearly out the 
famous long wharf in two this morning. 
The vessel came in on the early tide, and 
as the lines were thrown out a swell 
caught the vessel and threw her up 
against the wharf. The steamer 
bounded and shot ahead, raking the pier 
for upwards of 600 feet.”

The Herald 
must be preparing to fake another me- 
morial.

AN ATTEMPTED MURDER AND A 
| SUCCESSFUL SUICIDE. 


The Wrangle Over Fees Claimed by 
Justices and Constables—Pay- 
ing Off the Militia—Re- 
vival Services. 


SAN BRRNARDINO, March 7.—(Special 
Correspondence.) At 6:30 o'clock this 
evening John W. Kellett shot a woman 
named Nettie Jones, in a house of ili- 
fame, and then turning the revolver to 
his left temple sent a bullet through his 
own brain and died instantly.
